One of the most interesting 

places in connection with the In- 
stitution is the State bindery, where 
"the making of many books" is 
truly carried out according to 
Solomon's idea. Of course the 
majority of them are of the com- 
mon kind, yet some are made 
in the highest style of binding. 
The State Library has all its 
magazines bound here, as well as 
the re-binding of its worn volumes. 

And the same is true of the State 
Law Library, large, heavy, blank 
books for the State officers and 
legislature are here made, and the 
work is of the best character even 

the ruling of the paper is per- 
formed here. This latter part of 
the work is done by a deaf-mute, 
Mr. Edward King and what he 
does not know of the art isn't 
worth knowing. He has' been 
employed there in for a number id' 

years. The ruling process maj 

seem simple enough to one who 

merely drops in and sees the big 
sheets of paper passing through 
the machine. Hut it is tin- mixing 
of inks, the blending of colors and 
getting the proper width of lines, 
that requires care and forethought 
in order to get out the work perfect 
in form. 

.The ruling vvotk for the State 
has grown to such an extent the 
past few years that it has been 
found necessary to secure new 

machinery to meet the demands. 

For litis purpose, a new machine of 
the latest pattern, and run by 
motive power, was recently pur- 
chased and placed in position, and 
with the others on liand it is ex- 
pected to keep up with the orders 
that come in. 

The shop seems lo have been 
unusually fortunate this year in 
being provided with machinery, 
but at the same time il takes up a 
good deal of space of Hie alroadv 
crowded quarters. It seems hardly 
possible that more can be added, 
unless new quarters can be 
secured. During the past month a 
second embossing machine has 
been set, up a star cutter, a 
Hercules stitcher, a premier pat; 
ins,' machine, rotary board cutter. 
standing press, and back-forming 
machine. All these are labor- 
saving as well as accelerating the 
work. The lady employes are still 
fortunate in that no folding 
machine has been added, and thus 
make them seek other employ- 
ment. Many of I hem have found 
a means of livelihood in this place 
as folders, and the work has been 
remunerative to them. They arc 
paid 334 cents per 1000 sheets "t 
Hi pages each. Most o( them 
could earn from 11.75 to $2.00 per 
day, but for some reason the limit 
allowed is not to go above *1. 50 
per day, which means nine bundles 
Of 500 sheets each. There are 

four stitching machines for the 
stitching together of the leajtas of 

a book. All arc presided over bj 
deaf ladies, and when not em- 
ployed at this work they are .-n 
i at folding, and w hen neces 
sary in laying gold foil on the hack 
of cases where the title o( the book 
is printed. Two of the ladies. 
Misses Dilution and Hevl. look after 
the gathering Of the forms of a 
hook, when about to be made 

up. Their wages will average 
fryni *aY> to 140 a month. This 
because the work is heavier and 

more fatiguing. Of course, a few 

hearing ladies are employed. 
There are only ti of these out 
total force of \!'.», preference 
being given to the deaf of the state 
when it is necessary to employ 
help. 
The place furnishes employment 

most of tin- year, and just now tin 
force is unusually full, owing to the 
he.ivv supply of material on hand. 
Later it will slack somewhat, anil 
the force reduced lo its ordinary 

quota. This does not neces 
mean the throwing out of employ
